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Continuation of 5, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's statement in the paragraph bridging 
pages 12 and 13 that none of the references relied on in combination is refuted by the statement of the rejections under 35 USC 103 in 
the office action mailed 8/26/04 contain the argument that the invention of the instant claims, including the named limitations, are 
suggested by the combination of references relied on. Applicant does not point to a particular limitation missing from all of the 
references but instead argues the references individually as not containing combinations of recited limitations. In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument regarding use of the term "scope". The term scope is synonymous with "obvious" in this context. 

Applicant argues that the references relied on address different problems and provide different advantages. However, this does not 
negate the teachings relied on. Furthermore, if this is an argument that the references are not analogous, all references relied on are 
directed to formation of Cu conductive layers in damascene processes and are therefor analogous. 

Applicant's remaining arguments are arguments against the references individually and are addressed as in the first paragraph above. 
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
